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FOREWORD 


The  late  Dr.  Peter  Lawrence  Schenck  did  all  our  family  a  great 
service  in  compiling  and  publishing  the  genealogical  and  biographical 
data  contained  in  his  “Memoir  of  Johannes  Schenk”.  This  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  1876  and,  of  course,  several  new  generations  have  come, 
and  in  some  cases  gone,  since  that  time.  As  a  result  of  the  passing 
of  so  many  years  some  present  day  members  of  the  family  have  had 
difficulty  in  determining  on  which  limb  of  the  family  tree  they  be¬ 
longed. 

With  the  thoughTm  mind  that  it  would  help  such  as  these,  and 
be  of  interest  to  all  of  Johannes’  descendants,  to  have  the  family 
record  brought  down  to  date,  several  of  us  have  for  a  number  of 
years  thought  about  doing  it — or  having  it  done.  To  undertake  such 
a  work,  however,  was  no  light  task,  and  it  was  not  until  Mrs.  Mar¬ 
guerite  Schenck  Maires  agreed  to  do  the  necessary  research  that 
the  project  began  to  assume  tangible  form. 

She  soon  found  herself  in  need  of  more  assistance  than  any  of  us 
could  give  her,  and  was  fortunate  in  enlisting  the  interest  of  her 
friend,  Dr.  Gladys  M.  Muller,  who  had  long  taken  a  special  interest 
in  local  history.  Together  they  have  proceeded,  despite  many  ob¬ 
stacles,  to  compile  the  data  presented  here,  for  which  the  sponsors 
of  this  volume  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  and  that  of  the 
whole  family  of  our  common  ancestor.

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PREFAC E 


It  was  the  original  intent  of  the  authors  of  this  genealogical  record 
merely  to  compile  a  supplement  to  the  “Memoir  of  Johannes 
Schenk”  by  Dr.  P.  L.  Schenck  which  would  start  where  he  left  off 
and  go  on  to  the  present.  However,  sufficient  additional  material 
on  the  earlier  generations  was  found  to  make  it  seem  advisable 
to  retell  the  story /from  the  beginning.  Therefore  this  book  starts, 
as  did  his,  with  the  original  Johannes. 

Much  of  the  new  material  was  compiled  from  the  extensive  notes 
of  the  late  Walter  M.  Meserole  whose  knowledge  of  the  Schenck 
family  was  derived  from  personal  acquaintance  with  its  members 
as  well  as  from  books  and  public  records.  These  notes  have  been 
augmented  by  considerable  additional  research  as  well  as  informa¬ 
tion  contributed  to  the  authors  by  contemporary  members  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  family.  The  authors  realize  that  the  family 
record  as  here  set  forth  is  far  from  complete.  But  the  collection  of 
genealogical  data  is  an  endless  pursuit  and  to  wait  for  completeness 
means  postponing  publication  indefinitely.  Therefore  we  present 
at  this  time  the  material  we  have  at  hand.  We  believe  there  is 
enough  of  it  to  be  of  interest.  We  welcome  any  additions  or  cor¬ 
rections  our  readers  can  make. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  helped  us  in  collecting  this  material.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr. 
Henry  Crane  Schenck,  Mr.  Henry  Schenk  of  Florida,  Mr.  Condict 
Clark  Schenk,  Mrs.  Annie  Schenk  Humphrey,  Mrs.  Stewart  Court¬ 
ney  Schenck,  Mr.  John  Foran  Schenk  and  Dr.  Kenneth  W  illiam 
Schenk  for  the  information  they  have  made  available  to  us.  We 
are  also  indebted  to  the  Holland  Society  of  New  York  for  permis¬ 
sion  to  study  their  genealogical  records  and  to  the  Long  Island 
Historical  Society  whose  extensive  genealogical  and  historical  col¬ 
lection  has  been  an  invaluable  source  of  information.

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JOHANNES  SCHENK,  FOUNDER 


A  full  account  of  the  life  of  Johannes  Schenk,  founder  of  the  line 
of  ‘Bushwick’  Schencks  is  given  by  Dr.  P.  L.  Schenck  in  his  “Memoir 
of  Johannes  Schenk”.  However,  a  brief  resume  here  seems  desirable. 

Johannes  Schenk  came  to  America  in  1683  from  Holland.  He 
was  twenty-seven  years  old  and  already  married  to  Maria  Magdalena 
de  Haes.  They  spent  two  years  in  New  York,  then  in  1685  went  to 
Esopus  (now  Kingston),  New  York.  Later,  from  1691  to  1694 
Johannes  Schenk  appears  as  Town  Clerk  in  the  records  of  the  town 
of  Flatbush,  L.  I.  (now  a  part  of  Brooklyn).  In  1698  he  returned 
to  New  York  wrhere  he  taught  school  until  1700  when  he  was 
again  appointed  Flatbush  Town  Clerk  and  also  teacher  in  the  village 
school  there,  positions  which  he  held  until  17 11.  There  are  extant 
many  records  of  Church  and  Town,  the  latter  in  his  own  hand,  which 
show  him  to  have  been  a  man  of  considerable  prestige  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  Elis  position  as  teacher  carried  with  it  certain  important 
duties  in  the  church  such  as  leader  of  the  singing  and  lay  reader. 
The  association  of  the  Schenck  family  with  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Flatbush,  thus  started  by  the  first  Johannes  in  1700,  has 
been  continued  by  each  succeeding  generation  of  the  family  through¬ 
out  the  ensuing  250  years. 

Johannes  acquired  property  in  Flatbush  in  1707  and  doubtless 
lived  there  while  teaching.  He  had  purchased  land  in  New  Jersey 
in  1703  but  his  grandsons  were  the  first  members  of  the  family  to 
live  there.  In  1712  he  sold  his  Flatbush  property  to  his  son-in-law 
and  bought  115  acres  in  Bushwick,  building  a  house  there  for  his 
wife  and  their  five  surviving  children.  Johannes  also  erected  and 
operated  a  tide-water  grist  mill  on  this  property.  Eater  his  two 
sons  also  purchased  land  in  Bushwick  and  nearby  Newtown,  includ¬ 
ing  a  plot  used  as  a  family  burying  ground.  Both  sons,  Johannes, 
Jr.  and  Peter,  married  and  carried  on  the  family  line,  but  their 
father  outlived  them.  Dying  in  1748  he  was  buried  in  the  family  plot. 
A  complete  description  of  this  plot  including  the  text  of  the  legible 
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inscriptions  on  all  the  gravestones  is  given  in  Dr.  P.  L.  Schenck’s 
book.  The  cemetery  no  longer  exists.  The  remains  and  the  stones 
from  it  were  removed  to  Greenwood  Cemetery  in  Brooklyn  in  1S00 
under  the  direction  of  Peter  Schenck.  Three  of  the  oldest  stones, 
now  on  exhibition,  were  presented  to  the  Museum  of  the  City  of  New 
York  by  Charles  DeBevoise  Schenck,  including  that  of  Johannes  him¬ 
self  which  is  inscribed — 

“Johannes  Schenk,  ye  First  of  the  Family,  Dep’d  this  Life  Feb’y 
ye  5th  1748  Agd  92.” 

Since  the  earliest  days  there  have  been  variations  in  the  spelling 
of  the  family  name.  In  general  the  second  “cn  does  not  appear  until 
the  third  generation.  There  are  some  branches  of  the  family  who 
still  today  omit  the  second  “c”.  Other  variations  that  appear  are 
“Schanck”  and  “Schinck”.  However,  the  most  usual  form  is 
“Schenck,”  the  spelling  used  by  the  majority  at  present.

THE  SONS  OF  JOHANNES  SCHENK 
JOHANNES  H  and  PETER 

The  two  sons  of  the  first  Johannes  who  grew  to  manhood  both 
married  and  carried  on  the  line.  Johannes  11,  the  elder  of  the  two 
probably  made  his  home  in  Bushwick  close  to  his  father  although  he 
owned  property  in  neighboring  Newtown.  Records  show  that  on 
May  20,  1724,  he  sold  1  13  acres  of  land  in  Newtown  near  the  Bush¬ 
wick  boundary  to  his  brother,  Peter.  In  1728  he  represented  the 
town  of  Bushwick  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Kings  County.  Fie 
died  at  the  comparatively  early  age  of  38.  His  widow,  Maria  Lott 
Schenk  with  their  eight  surviving  children  thereafter  made  her  home 
with  her  father-in-law. 

Peter,  the  second  son  of  the  first  Johannes,  settled  in  Newtown. 
Here  he  was  active  in  the  organization  and  building  of  the  First 
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SCHEN (C)K  GENEALOGY 
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Reformed  Church  of  Newtown.  His  name  appears  on  the  list  of  the 
first  wardens  of  the  church.  He  married  Elizabeth  Woertman  who 
bore  him  eight  children.  He  died  in  1736  and  his  widow,  in  1738, 
married  Jonathan  Luqueer  of  Albany.  The  family,  however,  ap¬ 
parently  continued  to  live  on  Long  Island. 

For  the  sake  of  clarity  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  treat  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  two  sons  of  Johannes  separately.  Accordingly  the 
remainder  of  the  book  is  divided  into  two- sections.  Section  1  carries 
the  line  of  the  second  Johannes  down  to  the  present  generation. 
Section  2  does  the  same  for  the  descendants  of  Peter.

Abraham  lived  for  a  while  in  Millstone,  N.  J.  but  went  to 
Bushwick  in  1748  where  he  spent  the  best  years  of  his  life.  He 
soon  rose  to  prominence  in  the  community.  From  1751  to  1757 
he  was  supervisor  of  Bushwick.  He  served  as  one  of  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Kings  County  in  the  Colonial  Assembly  from  1759 
to  1768.  During  the  last  year  of  his  last  term,  in  1768,  he  drew 
up  the  law  which  finally  settled  the  long-standing  boundary  dis¬ 
pute  between  the  towns  of  Bushwick  and  Newtown.  He  also  served 
as  county  judge  from  1761  to  1766.  Later  in  life  he  moved  to 
Fishkill,  Dutchess  County,  where  he  died.

Also  it  became  a  storage 
station  for  supplies.  Major  Henry  engaged  actively  in  political  as 
well  as  military  affairs  before,  during  and  after  the  war.  He  was

Dr.  Peter  Lawrence  Schenck  was  a  prominent  Brooklyn  physi¬ 
cian.  He  graduated  from  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York  and 
received  his  M.D.  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Columbia  University  in  1865.  He  served  a  year  as  assistant  phy¬ 
sician  in  Kings  County  Hospital  before  enlisting  in  the  Army 
where  he  served  as  surgeon  of  an  Army  hospital  in  the  South  until 
the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  Returning  to  Brooklyn  he  became  assistant 
surgeon  at  Kings  County  Hospital  and  from  1872  to  1 881  was 
Medical  Superintendent  of  that  institution. 

He  took  a  keen  interest  in  local  history,  particularly  in  that  of 
his  own  and  other  Dutch  families  who  were  the  original  settlers  in 
Kings  County.  He  served  as  president  of  the  St.  Nicholas  Society 
of  Nassau  Island  from  1906  to  1909  and  is  the  author  of  “Memoir 
of  Johannes  Schenk”  and  “Zabriskie  Homestead.”
